Wennerstrom’s greatest con- 
tribution to the Russians is said 
to have dealt with the- NATO 
defense plans in the north cm- 
bracing Norway and Denmark. 

Reports that Wenncrstrom 
may have had a mysterious 
accomplice ' are refuted in an 
interview appearing in the 
Swedish newspaper Expressen 
with Dr. Gunther Otto Gustaf 
Prey, the 66-year-old stateless 
suspect, now in Hamburg. IJrey 
admit having done "big busi- 
ness” with Wenncrstrom, but 
denies he was involved in 
spying. 

Prey confirmed he was 
recently in Stockholm “to 
clear his name” and volun- 
tarily explained to Prosecutor : 
Ryhninger his relationship 
with Wennerstrom. ' ■ 

The Wennerstrom trial 
moved swiftly to the second 
charge against the Swedish 
officer dealing 'with his espion- 
age in Washington. 

The trial continues behind 
locked doors, ignoring a written 
protest by Wennerstrom smug- 
gled 'to 'a member of the jury 
demanding an open hearing. ; 
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
